Just before 11 a. m. on Sunduy the bells an- 
noifnoed the hour for the opening of the new 
charoh. ''Sooh'the Body of the church was filUd, 
nearly one hundred and fifty persons being pre- 
sent, ainonR whom were nearly all those who had 
arrived ft 'in Victoria. With Ihe Bishop, tho Arch- 
dearon, Ihe Pastor, and two other clergymen 
clothed in their canonicals in tho chanrel, with 
an almost fnshioiiiible congregation tilling the 
body of llie cliurph, tliion(;h whose windows 
Btroiinied lliu rays nf the bright siunnier's sun, a 
picture wiis priseiilrd lo view, of which no village 
church on ihe I'ucitic coast can boast an equal; 
it was even one that older countries might well he 
proud lo own. The imprpssive 'service of the 
CharcK oT'BnglsBd that 'followed gave a high- 
er tone lo the scene. The usual opening uer- 
vices havi'ig been concluded, the bishop as 
eeiiueil the pulpit and nrcaehed an able sermon, 
from Kph. - r. 11*— '22 v It w.is plain, prac- 
tical, and doctrinal, and from tho broad views 
exiiressed, evangelical, yet thoroughly anglican. 
It may well be doubted whether a belter sermon 
was ever preached in the colony. .Soino two hours 
were ocenpieil in the morning service. At the 
eonclu-ion a handsumo collection was token up, 
auioiititing to FO iie .^;!:-l, to dofriy Ihe balsnce d'lo 
on the church, when the congregation sepieraled, 
greflilv pleased with the opening service in the 
first Episcopal Churchof Xauaimo. In the after- 
noon, Archdeacon Wright, us usual, preached a 
very icond sermon. ' In the evenimt the Ker, 
.Mr. Woods delivered an escilleut discourse. Both 
services were well attended ; and at both a respect- 
able collection nun taken up lor the same object us 
in the morning. 

The (luiet of the .S:ibbttlh was unbroken hy any 
iinusuiil ciriiiiiistnnci'. I'lverjthiiig was orderly. 
I!v elevi'ii o'clork in the evening almost every one 
had bade mliiu lu .N'.iioiimo and relumed lo the 
steaiiiur All tlu' liorllis were filled, and the cabin 
lloor eo\ereil with Ixils. At two o'clock the 
steamer slipped fiom her moorings — swiftly re- 
ceded Irumthc town on hi r hoineirard voyage, and 
at seven o'clock a. m., after a.flve hours run, 
landed all her iiasseiitfers at the Hudson Hay 
Company's wharf.

A MHsijfo Man.— la He a Victim op oua 
Latk Postmasteu ?— In the spring of last year, 
Mathew and Joseph Heppol, Iiroihera, natives of 
England, left the Nanatino coal mines for Cariboo, 
leaTing, for safe keeping during their absence, in 
the hands of our defaulting Postmaster D'Ewca, 
the sum of £100, without interest. Atrivod at 
Cariboo, Joseph fell sick from the effects of the 
journey and concluded to return to Victoria, leav- 
ing his brother Miithotv to prospect for diggings. 
Several weeks after Joseph had taken his depar- 
ture for this place, Mathew having moi with indif- 
ferent sueeess in his hunt for gold, concluded also 
to come to Victoria and join his brother, intend- 
ing, probably, to winter on the money which tboy 
had left with D'Ewes and try his luck again in 
the spring; but on arriving here Inst fall lie first 
learned of the defalcation and tliglit nf D'Ewcs, 
who had either carried the money of the Ileppela 
•with him, or squandered it in riotous living. Iten- 
dered penniless by the rascality of the man to 
whom he had entrusted his little all, Mathew, 
not meeting with his brother, made inqutrtes as 
to his whereabouts, but WM unable to ob- 
tain any laformaliun, beyond the fact that he 
reached the town about one week after D'Ewes' 
esoapo; that he had told severni friends that 
bimself and brother wers ruined men, and, on 
the next day disappeared, and h;id not .since been 
«aen. At first It was supposi-d thiit hu had fiilliiwL'd 
DeEwes— but subsequent fuci.s do not support iliat 
«upposition; and alter the cl ipie nf many uionthn,
